As the Israel Festival gets into full swing, 

Keliy Hartog met with Mark Hall Amitin, a man 
who has quietly been making ripples on both the 
Israeli and Palestinian theatrical scene. 


p four flights of stairs, in a dark, 

aitless building in Talpiot is the 

home of the Habama Theatcr and 
the School of Visual Theater. It has that 
student feel about ii. An intense aura per- 
vades the building -- a perfect haven for 
nurturing actislic talent. At the entrance to 
the thealer siis Mark Hall Amitin, behind a 
cloud of smoke. He slubs out his cigarette 
in the already over-flowing ashtray. It's ob- 
viously been a long day. 

Amitin — American-Jewish producer, di- 
rector, writer, lecturer and actor is winding 
up his six- month sabbatical in the country. 
During this period he has managed to jug- 
gle lecturing al Tel Aviv University on con- 
temporary American Theater, giving sever- 
al lectures for the American Cultural 
Center on avant-garde theater, serving as 
guesi lecturer for the Israe] Siudent Theater 
Festival being hosied by the Hebrew Uni- 
versity, and providing a serics of acting and 
directing workshops for the, Habama The- 
ater as part of the Israel Festival, He also 
happens (0 be conducting a series of train- 
ing wokshops at the Palestinian National 
Theater in east Jerusalem (Al Hakawati), 
as well as creating an original play for the 
Dar Al Jala’a Cullure and Arts In Gaza.

How did you come to be working in east 
Jerusalem and Gaza?

Did you have any problems working there 
because you are Jewish? 

I madé it known from the beginning that I 
was Jewish and if that was going lo be a 
problem for anyone then we shouldn't be 
working together. And It hasn’t been. But 
thal’s probably because I’m an Anterican 
and not an Israeli, Even if it were a prob- 
Jem, I would try somehow to work through 
i, Because for me, the work I do Is to try 
and break down the barriers. [’m a devout 
pacifist.

So how critical are you of Israeli theater? 
Well, without creating too many cneniies ~ 
| feel very crilical with the overall Israeli 
theater scene. I've seen dozens of perfor- 
mances here now, and overall I’ve had a real 
problem relating — and it isn’t the language. 
Naturally there are exceptions. Servant of 
Two Masters by Habima and Don’t Kill Don 
Quixote by the Habama were both superb. 
And the Gesher Theater is one of the best 
I’ve seen anywhere in the world. They are 
what 1 consider to be world class. 1 think 
other Isracli theaters can leam from them. 


So do you hope through your work to en- 
courage students here to branch out from 
the malnstream? 

That is always the hope. It doesn’t mean 
that I am encouraging them to take the 
forms I use and incorporate them into their 
own work. My primary area of influence | 
think is in saying, “Take the chance to buck 
the tide and create from inside yourself.’ 


How did you move from traditional to more 
alternative forms of theater? 

It was in the late 60s, during the social 
and cultural upheaval. I was working with 
the American Shakespeare Festival but it 
was during the Vietnam War and | felt that 
there needed to be a way to express my 
feelings about the social issues of the day, 
somehow through my art. 1 altended per- 
formances of the Living Theater and the 
Open Theater, and the bell went off in my 
head. I woke up and said ‘‘Wow there are 
people who are doing this.’ I was 21 at the 
time and it seemed the right way to go. So I 
went to study with Joe Chaikin and eventu- 
ally became the producer of the Living The- 
ater Company.. 

But I am very thankful for my traditional 
training, It taught me how to function on 
stage, analyze text and relate to an ‘audi- 


_ ence, All of which are vital. My dream in 


fact was to star in musical comedies, And | 
‘still like to play my Broadway showtunes. | 
‘have not abandoned traditional theater, 
which ultimately co-opts and incorporates 


‘ what comes out of the radical and the ex- 


perimental theater within a matter of years.. 


What ‘was it like working: with Edward 
Albee

Dahan 
who was brought up in a tradi- 
lionul household was willing to go 
along with this, but he refused 10 
comply wilh a Religious Council 
request that he close down for a 
day or two. As a resull, his li- 
cense has been revoked. 

Dahan is trying lo negotiate to 
have his license restored; but if he 
fails to reach an agreement with 
the JRC, he will turn to the CTO. 
“The restaurant will be kosher 
because I want it to be kosher,"’ 
he says. ‘But if [ have CTO su- 
pervision, that will pive me the 
leeway to be open on Shabbat." 

“He cheated us,"* says Rabbi Ye- 
hoshua Pollak, head of the ΟΣ 
kashrut department, who regards 
the Pessah incident as unforgivable. 


Though disturbed by- ihe prolif- 
ernlion of non-kosher, Shabbat 
violating restaurants, Pajlak pre- 
fers not to discuss them, ‘'We're 
no! interested in non-kosher rcs- 
jaurants,”’ he says. ‘‘We can’t 
force people to be kosher, bul we 
can provide services for those 
people who are interested in 
kashrut, As an observant Jew, it 
bothers me that there are treff 
Testauranis, but there’s not much 
we can do about it,”’ 

Etnachta is not the first and 
presumably will not be the last 
restaurant in the area to cater to a 
Shabbat clientele. Other nearby 
restaurants which operate on

Pipo, Kamin, Gilly’s, Mandarin, 
Rustik, Le Tsriff, Grappa, Ka- 
ty’s, Arthur, Nargila, Eldad Ve- 
shehoo, Cavalier, MeVaMe ahd 
Ocean — the much talked and 
written about fish restaurant 
which Is patronized by the likes of 
Warren Christopher. 

Dahan, who has been running 
his ‘restaurant for five-and-a-half 
years, is delighted that McDon- 
ald’s is opening'up downtown. “‘It 


. will help bring trade back into-the 


city,”? he says. ‘*There’s room for 
at least another 200 restnurants.”’ 


Dahan believes thal a large 
percentage of the shoppers who 
abanduned the city in favor of the 
Matha Mall can be wooed back if 
more business ventures open up 
in the heart of town. 

The CTO was founded last 
year by Rabbi Tuvia Movshavitz, 
ἃ former right-hand man of Rab- 
bi Eliezer Shach. Renowned for 
his expertise on al! matters per- 
laining [ὁ Jewish dietary laws, 
Movshovitz who has taken up a 
secular lifestyle, decided to uti- 
lize his knowledge for the benefit 
of those restaurateurs who want 
to keep kosher, but who for vari- 
ous reasons cannot came to terms 
with their local religious councils. 

Pollak dacs not take the CTO 
seriously. ‘It's just the same as 
getting a hecsher (approval) from 
a sports association,'* he says. 

But CTO spokesman Guy ἘΠ- 
lich, claims that ever-increasing 
tumbers of food oullets arc furn- 
ing to the CTO, which now super- 
vizes 35 restaurants in different 
paris of the country, and is nego- 
tiating with nearly as many more 
- 10 of them in Jerusalem. 

With the exception of Movsho- 
vitz and a former head of a Kol- 
lel, everyone else associated with 
the CTO is Orthodox, explains 
Erlich, adding that they are all 
yeshiva graduates who have 
served in the IDF, 

The CTO, he stipulates, is not 
against Orthodoxy. ‘Bul we are 
against the Orthodox establish- 
meni, which instead of attracting 
people, drives them further away 
from religion,”’ 

Although there bas been some 
guarded criticism of the CTO, 
says Erlich, ‘‘Most religious 
councils are very careful hot to.be 
too outspoken, because they can- 
not produce anyone who can - 
compete with Tuvia in halachic 
knowledge on kashrut, He is one

The issue of Christian missionaries in Israel is one of 
those hot buttons guaranteed to elicit strong reactions — 
from Jews and Christians alike. Gail Lichtman reports. 


6 (Most Israelis don't know 
that the problem of Chris- 
tian missionaries exists. 

And, they are shocked when they 

find out its extent,’ states Judy 

Ze’evi, director of Yad L’A- 

chim’s antimissionary activities. 

For 40 yenrs we ‘have been ac- 

tive apalnst missionaries. And be- 

lieve me, it is a real danger. All of

Many Isrnelis assume that .mis- 
sionary activities are taken care 
of under the so-called ‘‘antimis- 
Sionary’’ law passed by the Knes- 
set in 1977 (Penal Amendment 
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Law - Enticement to Change Re- 
ligion). The {nw slates thal offer- 
ing @ person money or other ma- 
terial benefits to induce him to 
change his religion is illegal and 
punishable by-a fine and five 
years imprisonment; 


The fact is thal in the 18 years 
this law has been on the books, not 
a single person or Institution has 


" been prosecuted or even Indicted. 


In an explanatory letter sent 
out to media correspondents by 
the Israeli Embassy in Washing- 


ton in March oe Ariel Kerem 
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of the Embassy's Information 


᾿ Department writes: ‘‘The law in 


no way limits legitimate mission- 
ary activities .. This law {s not, 
therefore, in any way, an antimis- 
sionary law,’ 

‘It is difficult to prove that a 
person teceived money or mer- 
chandise [0 convert,” states To- 
rah Mitzvah Foundation founder 
Mordechai Israel, whose organi- 
zalion ig currently conducting 
more than 60 investigations into 
missionary activity around the 


Coyntry. “Therefore, the law has... 
never been successfully upheld: 
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and the police don’t even want to 
bother opening files.” 

“This law has no tecth. ΠῚ has 
never once been used even when 
sums of money have been found to 
have changed hands. In addition, 
there are no laws protecting chil- 
dren from proselytizing,’’ says 
Shmuel Golding, director of the 
Jerusalem Institute of Biblical Po- 
lemics, an organization dedicated 
to refuting missionary teachings. 


This faci was brought home to 
ono Jerusalem parent who last year 
discovered that a Christian mission- 
ary had parked himself outside the 
main entrance to the Gymnasia 
School in Rehavia and was giving 
oul literature to the children. 

“I called the school to com- 
plain,” says the parent, who asked 
nol to be identified, ‘‘and was told 
that since the missionary was 
Standing in a public place, what he 
was doing was nol illegal.’ 

Antimissionary groups see the 
greatest problem as messianic 
Jewish Christians and evangelical 
groups. Messianic Jews, com- 
monly lumped together as Jews 
for Jesus, are those Jews who be- 
lieve in Jesus as a Jewish messiah. 
They continue to define them- 
selves as Jews, with many wear- 
ing kippot, eating kosher, and 
looking outwardly like Orlhodox 
Jews. They have been found pos- 
ing as rabbis and working in ye- 
shivas. There are no definilive 
statistics concerning the number 
of Jews who have become Chris- 
tlans. A 500-page study published 
by the Ministry of Interior in 1989 
eslimated about 5,000 Jewish 
converts to Chiistianity. Mission- 
ary prayer letters and magazines, 


- such as Christ for the Nations, 


published in Dallas, Texas, claim 
there are 3,000 Messianic Jews 
openly: practicing in “Israel and 
another 3,000 more in the closet. 

Anti-missionary groups esti- 
mate there are between 30 to 40 
Messianic Jewish congregations 
in the country posing as syna- 
gogues, complete with Tora 
scrolls, arks and the like, 
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not answer the arguments of mis- 
Sionaries. They are sitting ducks 
for these people,"* notes Gershom 
Tryster, who engages in voluntary 
anti-missionary polemics at the 
Torah Outreach Program in the 
Jewish Quarter. ‘*Every Jew who 
has become a Christian is danger- 
ous to the Jewish people, especial- 
ly one who knows Hebrew and 
how to daven.’’ 

“‘Messianic Jews come to a per- 
son and don't say they are Chris- 
tians,’’ explains ‘‘David’’ who 
deals with antimissionary activi- 
lies among Russian olim for Yad 
L’Achim. In the past two 
months, he has worked with 40 
olim families who have been 
proselytized by Messianic Jews. 
ΤΟΥ say they are Jews who be- 
lieve in Jesus. They come to the 
olim with a lie. Most olim have no 
knowledge of Judaism. They 
want to get close to Hashem but 
they don't know how. Messianic 
Jews offer money, furniture, 
work, appliances, books, trips, 
etc. They sing Jewish songs at 
their services. They tell the olim 
that the baptism is a mikve. They 
tell them they can believe in Jesus 
and still be Jews. The olim fall 
prey to these missionaries.”’ 

Yad L’Achim, the doyen of an- 
timissionary groups in Israel, also 
maintains volunteers who work 
with veteran Israelis, English- 
speakers and Ethiopians. “‘Evcry 
Christian church in the West has a 
percentage of ils budgei allocated 
io missionary activities for Jews,"’ 
states Ze’evi. ‘“The problem is that 
evangelical Christians give enor- 
mous support to Isracl. How can 
you tell Christians who support us 
that they cannol talk here?”’ 

Golding insists that Jews who 
are willingly baptized and believe 
in Jesus have pul themselves out- 
side the Jewish fold. ‘“They cannot 
be counted in a minyan, cannot 
handle a Sefer Tora, cannot be 
witnesses in rabbinical courts, and 
if one should wrile a mezuza or ἃ 
Sefer Tora, it must be destroyed.”’ 

‘*Missionaries use good works.as 
the bait to catch the Jewish fish,” 


' he continues, “Their training man- 


ual says they should make a Jewish 
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friend. Don’t speak about Jesus at 
first. Only when you have estab- 
lished αι friendship, bring it up. If 
the Jew becomes riled, break off 
the friendship.” 

According to Golding, ‘‘there 
is hardly an absorption center 
that doesn’t have missionaries. 
We have found them in East Tal-

ani in Haifa. People phone me 
all the time to speak to their chil- 
dren who have received tracts in 
Russian and in English.’’ 

Golding also uffacks the Mor- 
mon Center on ΜΙ. Scopus for 
engaging in missionary activities. 
**We have proof that they are put- 
ting out material in Russian and in 


fu Jerusalem with details of an 
igreement signed al the beginning 
of this month between the Mormon 
church and five major Jewish 
groups, including Yad Vashem, in 
which the church agreed lo stop 
baptizing Jewish Holocaust dead.

Hebrew. But they are a large com- 
mercial body which has poured so 
much moncy into Israel thal no 
one wants to do anything.”’ 

Dr. Joshua Adler, dean of the 
Jerusalem Institute of Biblical 
Polemics and managing editor of 
the Jewish Bible Quarterly, clies a 
leaflet in Russian offering free 
irips to Salt Lake City, 

Dr. S. Kent Brown, director of 
Brigham Young Mormon Center 
on Mt. Scopus denied having 
printed such a leaflet. ‘It is bogus. 
We contacted the major Russian 
media outlets and put up notices 
Stating that this is not a real offer. 
This leaflet, which was posted on 
billboards in Tel Aviv, did not 
come from us or from the Mormon 
church. We have no idea who 
printed It and we have filed a com- 
plaint with the police.” 

Concerning accusations that the 
church was baptizing Jewish dead 
on the Mount of Olives, Brown cat- 
egorically denied that this had ever 
occurred. However, he did provide 
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cifically at Jews and has a sign 
Stating ‘through your purchases 
you will be assisting in the contin- 
uation and expansion of our wil- 
ness here to the power of our 
Lord and Savior Jesus Christ.” 

Rev. Charles Kopp, pastor of 
the Baptist church, stated that ‘‘lit- 
erature is for sale at our bookshop. 
Many claims have been made. All 
one has to do is come and visit. 
Check us out. We have nothing to 
hide. Our material is available 
around the world. Why shouldn't 
it be available in Israel?” 

Asked directly if his church en- 
gages in missionary activilies he 
replied: ‘*You have to define your 
lerms. You have to understand 
our activitics in Isracl. Someone 
Who uses monetary enticement is 
acting fllegally .. We don’! do 
that. But we do share our beliefs, 
Not subversively, but in an open 
way. We don’t go out on the 
Strects. But people do come to our 
services and we don’t turn them 
away. This country wants to be a 
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democritic country. There is no 
reason why these ideas can’: be 
lalked ahout freely.“ 

Mordechai Israel, Golding, Ad- 
ler and Tryster accuse the interna- 
ional Christian embassy of mis- 
sionary activities in the work they 
do wilh Russian olim and others. 
Israc} specifically singles oul Jim 
Schutz, the coordinator of the em- 
bassy’s Soviet Jewry Depariment. 
"We have files on this individual," 
he says. “Christian envbassy flights 
from Russia indirectly influence 
the olim,"* Tryster claims. ''l was 
invulved with the Christian embas- 
sy about 13 years ago,’* Adler cx- 
plains. *‘They promised me they 
would net cngage in missionary 
work. Then I saw this was un im- 
possible promise. Even if the lead- 
ers don’t encourage missionury 
work, the people who come here 
are so enthusiastic that they do il."’ 

Timothy King, Christian em- 
bassy financial director, categori- 
cally denies these allegations. 
The embassy, which has spon- 
sored 50 immigrant flights to Isra- 
el at an expense of more than 
$3.7 million and received the 
1991 Speaker of the Knesset 
Award for Quatity of Life, con- 
ducts most of its activities 
through the Jewish Agency, mu- 
nicipal welfare offices and immi- 
grant associations. In those cases 
where it does offer assisiance di- 
rectly to new immigrants, it has 
each recipient sign a disclaimer 
Stating that he or she knows that 
the money is nol intended to in- 
duce altering religion; ‘We have 
no intention of breaking the law. 
It’s almost embarrassing to what 
lengths we have io go fo prevent 
misunderstandings,’’ King insists. 

“We believe in God’s plan for 
Israel,’? Schutz adds. "The help we 
offer {s genuine. We sce aliya as 
restoration of Israel in scriptural 
terms. God has promised lo bring 
His people back and is calling us to 
help, We are not doing this be- 


_cause it will bring Jesus back.”

Upon its establishment, Mida 
Machol’s first task was to create a 
computerized dala bank of Jeru- 
salemites, including dancers, 
teachers, stage managers and 
lighting technicians, all of whom 
are related lo dance. 

Its efforts will come to fruition 
this Sunday. In honor of Jerusa- 
Iem Day, the organization has 
joined with Friends of the Botan- 
ical Garden in producing an un- 
precedentcd dance event, ‘of 
which Wangh serves as the artis- 
lic director. ‘This Is the first timc 
in Jerusalem that 16 different 
dance groups have come together 
in the same spacc.'* 

Beginning at 5 pm in the Botani- 
cal Gardons in Nayot and free to 
the public, the event includes a 
dynamic variety of Jerusalem 
dancers, many whose dance com- 
positions have been specifically 
choreographed to fit the unique 
environs of the gardens.

My Jerusalem

ne-third of my Jife has 
been spent in Jerusalem. 
They say it is mathemati- 


cally impossible for the whole to 
be greater or less than the sum of 
its parts; but for me, this third is 
incomparably greater than the 
two-thirds which preceded it. 

As if il were yesterday, | re- 
member the day — a few weeks 
afler my aliya when the Chief 
Government Valuer, for whom | 
worked, asked me to go down 
and value a vacant site apposite 
the Jaffa Gate. lt was a fine 
spring morning, and as 1 pottered 
around the stony plot, I raised my 
eyes and caught sight of the walls 
of the Old City. A voice in my 
heart whispered: ‘’Do you rcaily 
appreciate what you are doing 
here? Your grandfather would 
have given 10 years of his life in 
order to stand here for just a few 
moments; bul you can come and 
go here freely, daily; for this is 
your home.’’ I felt that { had 
some inkling of what the - author 
James Hillon meant when he 
wrote: ‘““There are times in every 
man’s life when he glimpses the 
Eternal.” 

Moments like this have punctu- 
ated my years in Jerusalem, Sip- 
ping tea on the terrace of the 
Haas Promenade in Taipiot, I 
gazed upon the virtually unspoill 
biblical view of the Old City wails 
across the valley, with the ridges 


of the Mount of Olives and 
Mount Scopus rising beyond, and 
the Ophel -- David's City - an 
etched centerpiece. A busload of 
German tourists arrived to won- 


der at the view, and {to caplure. 


that once-in-a-lifetime experi- 
ence on film. An experience 
which for me could, but never 
will be ~ commonplace. 

I could not help remembering 
that other busload of German 
tourists slanding on the Mount of 
Olives, One lady detached her- 
self from the group and asked a 
German-speaking friend of mine 
if their Arab (licensed!} guide 
was correct in telling them that 
Arabs are not allowed in Israeli 
hospitals. ‘‘Madam,"’ he replied, 
“if you walk a few hundred me- 
ters from here you will come 
across Hadassah Hospital. I sug- 
gest that you go in and see the 
predominantly Arab clientele re- 
ceiving medical treatment.’’ The 
German tourist hesitated, then 
added: ‘‘Then is it also tre thal 
Arab students are forbidden to 
learn in Israeli universities?” 

When 1 heard this story, I 
thonght of the scene in the Martin 


Buber Institute of the Hebrew - 


University, where |-attended a 
course over a period which in- 
cluded the festival of Hannuka. 


While we lit the Hannuka lights, 
a large group of Arabs watched 
us from a baleony which sur- 
rounded the main hall; we Jews 
were in the minority. 


I wish that all my memories 
were inspiring. Sadly, they are 
not. At the same Flaas Prome- 
nade, | once retumed from visit- 
ing friends in the adjoining sub- 
urh of East Talpiol on a Friday 
afternoon, Reaching the crest of 
the hill before you come to the 
Promenade, I saw two figures 
running towards me wildly wav- 
ing their orms, { stopped the car 
and got out. Then ] saw a larger 
group following them. As they 
drew near, J realized they were 
supporling three women covered 
with blood, The ulicrance of one 
word in French -- ‘*Explosion|’® -- 
told me what had happened. A 
lerrorist had planted an explosive 
device in the grove of {rees next 
to the Promenade. { bundled the 
three injured French tourists into 
the car, and raced to the hospital 
through the streets — providen- 
tially emply just before the onset 
of Shabbat. 


Indeed, living in Jerusalem is a 
blend of joy and pain, Perhaps 
this is the inner meaning of that 


puzzling English expression “‘ex- 


quisite pain.”’ Working in my 
study one evening, I suddenly 
heard secrcams coming from the 
resi of my family, who were sit- 


_ ling in the salon watching televi- 


Sion. | rushed in and saw on the 
screen a photo of my dear friend 
Ami Shachori, a gentle soul, who 
was agricultural attache at the [s- 
racl Embassy in London. On his 
last day at work before complet- 
ing his tour of duty, he was killed 
by a letter bomb which he opened 
while sitting at his desk... 


Then there is the Western 
Wall, preferably Inte at night, 115 
missive stones bathed in flood- 
light. I avoid it hy day, the jos- 
tling crowd repels me. But in the 
small hours, the hypnotic power 
it has exercised on Jews for vo 
thousand years is palpable — ἃ 
living example of what the theo- 
logian Rudolf Otto described as 
the ‘*mysterium tremendum.”* 

Inevitably, my reflections turn 
once again fo memories of horror. 
One morning I was sitting in my 
office on the first floor of No. 5 
Ben Yehuda Street before ij be- 
came a pedestrian mall. Suddenly, 
] heard a tremendous explosion 
and the room was covered in dust. 
A terrorist had deposited a refrig- 
eralor packed with explosives in 
Zion Square, not 50 yards from 
our building, When I walked down 
to the entrance to the building, [ 
found an angry group of passersby 
surrounding a teenage Jewish boy, 
standing defensively with his back

selling newspapers. When the ex- 
plosion occurred, the Jewish boy 
had cuffed him on the head and 
told) him to clear off. The crowd 
witnessed this and were berating 
the attacker. And all this while, 
nai 100 yards away, ambulances 
were evacuating the dead and 
wounded and firemen were begin- 
ning to hose the bload off the 
streets. I wondered in how many 
other countries such an incident 
could have occurred, Especially, in 
how many Arab countries. 

Standing on a hill near my 
home, the highest point in Jeru- 
salem, [ can gaze on a panoramic 
view of the cntire city, Asenath 
Petrie’s poem comes to mind: 

Give me na Gaiden Gate

When selecting the right swim- 
ming facility for your needs ii is 
important to keep in mind certain 
health factors. Shlomo Lerman, 
Jerusalm’s Environmental Health 
District Engincer, cautions swim- 
mers that the body’s nalural de- 
fenses against bacteria are consid- 
crably weaker in the water. 


The skin is particularly vulnera- 
ble as the concentration of the 
body’s organic oils decreases in 


water, and therefore provides less 


protection. In addition, the trans- 


fer of bacteria in swimming pools 


is much easier than in the air. 


Lerman insists, however, that 
this does not mean swimming 
pools are a health hazard. As long

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cense from the municipality and 
adhere to the regulations outlined 
by the Ministry of Health, the 
iransfer of bacteria is controllable. 

First and foremost, Lerman ex- 
plains, a sanitizing agent such as 
chlorine or bromine must be used. 
In order for this to be effective the 
waler must be very clear. When 
the water is calm, he says, 8 good 
way to check is by throwing a coin 
into the deep end. You should be 
able to see it. 

In addition, there must be a con- 
tinuous filtration of water with one 
complete cycle every six hours. 

Research has shown, according 
to Lerman, that the water level is 
exlremely important since the top 
millimeter of pool water contains 
the most bacteria. The Ministry 
of Health therefore requires pool 
water to be overflowing, Further- 
more, the concentration of active 
chlorine must be a minimum of 1 
ppm (part per million). Also, the 
pH level should register between 
7.2 and 7.6 for the sanitizing 
agent to be the most effective. In 
order to insure that these condi- 
tions exist, the Ministry of Health 
requires a chart be kept on site, 
monitoring both chlorine and pH 
levels every 3 to 4 hours, 

The regulations for whirlpools 
(jacuzzis) are even more strin- 
gent, says Lerman, This is neces- 
sary for two reasons. In very high 
water temperalures the body’s 
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natural defenses are further 
weakened. This, combined with 
the force of the water jets, makes 
the transfer of bacteria difficull to 
control. In particular, Lerman re- 
fers to a strain of pseudomonas 
bacteria called acruginosa which 
flourishes in the water tempera- 
ture of whirlpools and is more 
resistant to chlorine. 

As a result, the Ministry of 
Health requires the chlorine level 
to be 4 ppm and for the water to 
be changed daily with a filtration 
cycle of every ten minutes. 

During the summer months the 
Ministry of Health has experts 
checking both pool and whirlpool 
conditions on an average of every 
two weeks, Lerman says that it’s 
not unusual for a pool to be evacu- 
ated for a short period by repre- 
sentatives to adjust chlorine levels. 
Last year there was even an in- 
stance of a pool being shut down. 

However, Lerman complains 
that despite these efforts the Min- 
istry of Health currently has no 
formal authority to grant certifi- 
cation to swimming facilities and 
inform the public they are swim- 
ming in a clean environment. In- 
stead, pools are issued an opera- 
tors license by the Jerusalem 
Municipality when they first 
open. While these licenses are is- 
sued with the consent of the Min- 
istry of Health, they provide only 
8 one time indirect approval. ΝΜ

spots on the skin, she says. 

“There are preparations which 
can lighten the spots, bul a new 
pecling treatment (see box) is 
growing in popularity,’ says Eva 
Peretz, owner and manager of Sa- 
lon of Beauty (Machon Hayoft) 
located at 8 Shmucl Hanagid. 
Trained in Paris and with almast 
20 years of experience, Peretz is 
impressed with this new treatment 
which uses alpha-hydroxides cx- 
tracted from fruits to remove the 
top layer of the skin.

preparation made by Gigi which 
she finds works effectively, yet 
gently for all skin types, including 
ihose with sensitive skin. 

A Paris-trained beautician with 
extensive experience, Lynn Dar- 
gie, of the Jerusalem Spa at the 
Hyatt Regency Hotel genily en- 
courages her clicnis in preventive 
skin care with the Clarins line of 
products niade in Paris and com- 
pletely based on natural herbs 
and arometherapy plants. “I like 
my clients to be able to make 
well-informed decisions abont 
their skin,’ explains Dargie. ‘‘We 
offer our clients a tree Clarins 
booklet which gives an in-depth 
description of each product, what 
it dovs and how to use it.” 

Peretz also stresses the impor- 
fance of clients consulting their 
cosmeticians before making ma- 
jer purchases of skin care prod- 
ucts. ‘One client spent hundreds 
of shekels on products that were 
not at ‘all suitable for her skin 
type, and then came to me asking 
for help.”
